NEW WISAPON IS DEADLY 


London, Noy. 18.—Great Britain has 
acquired what the war office considers 
the ideal aeroplane gun. It is tho 
latest mode! of the air-cooled gas op- 
erated Lewis rifle, already experii.ent- 
ed with bly the United Stutes army. 

Firing upwards of one thousand shots 
a minute, it isto be made a weapon 
for aeroplanes in the British service 
An unoflicial test of the new gun is to 
be made at the Bisley range on Nov-- 
ember 27, 

The aeroplane guninvented by Col. 
Tsaac Lewis, was first successfully test 
ed at College Park Md, in April 1912. 
From the simple experiment of seeing 
one officer pour service rifle buliets in 
to targets while traveling fifty miles 
an hour, acroplane strategists foresce 
that armed forces below willbe at 
their mercy. The effectiveness of the 
fire’ reminded’ one of a gardener play- 
ink a hose an g flower bed. 

The gun weighs only 50 pounds gnd 
shoots With no recoil or flame. The 
gun has an automatic air cooling dev- 
ice whereby the barrel is kept continu- 
ally cool by 2 blast of air, -aad after 
a certain temperature is reached,  in- 
creased rapidity of fire tends to reduce 
the temperature,

Two other agencieé’ have 
contributed toward the same end, na- 
mely the motor deliver— truck and the 
steam and go3oline tractor for the 
cartage work in the large cities. Al- 
though the prices in the horse market 
are at present somewhat Jower than 
they were a year ago, they are © still 
sufficiently high to yield to the farm- 
er and rancher q fair profit over the 
cost of grofving, They are also'as 
high as the seter whois wanting 
them for farm work can afford to pay 

Conditions during the year have 
been fayorable to the growing of. beef 
cattle. Prices have ruled high, as 
much as 7 “cents having been paid for 
a few choice lots of winter fed stuff.
